I agree that it is altogether easier, and alto¬

gether more desirable, that the work of recon¬
struction, so happily begun and BO successfully
prosecuted heretofore, shall be continued and.
ended under the auspices of the National Union
party, and cf the President and Congress, as the
representatives of that party. I agree, therefore,
that it would be a sad misfortune if divergencebe¬
tween the President and Congress should work a
decline and downfall of the National Union party.

It is dear to me, for I am identified with its
rapid rise, its majeatio progress and its glorious
work. Both the President and Congress might
well expect to be equally involved in the calamity
which should dismiss the Union party from the
national councils, and see, with mortification, the
great responsibilities to which the party had, ia
that case, proved itself unequal, assumed and dis¬
charged by some new yet undeveloped political
organization.
But President, Congress, statesmen and parties

are of little real account, in my estimation, when
weighed against tbe national Ufe. The national
life lately hung on the issue of victory won in
war. It now hangs on the iaaue of reconciliation
in peace. The nation muat live forever, whether
it receive the heeded care in any emergency at the
t
h ands ofone President, Congress and party, or at
*the bands of another.

I reasoned in this way about the triumph of the
war. I reason in the same way now in regard to
reconciliation and peace. I expect that 'in a year
hence I shall be found to be right now, as I am
now admitted to have been Tight one year, two
years, three years ago. I dont think,:however,
that there is any necessity for separation between
the President, the Congress and the party of the
Union. . I

I admit th at the jealousies and suspicions of the

versity at all. Then, when admitted, some classi¬
fication of them would be possible; and the stimu¬
lus be left to the teachers of high schools.

It is nonsense to Bay that economy requires the
University form of instruction to be continued.
The faculty can give collegiate instruction for a
thousand dollars a year, just as well aa they can
give University instruction at the name price.
We conjure our people to refleot upon these

matters, and not blindly follow illiterate dema¬
gogues who know no moro about education than
they do about Heaven.

The Tyranny of the Rules of the Home ot

Representative»-How lt Strikes a For¬

eigner. )

* They (the Radicals) have every¬
thing their own way at present, and the result is
that. Congress is under the sway of a tyranny
whioh ia unprecedented in the history of civilized
government. There is much talk everywhere of
this being the country where greater freedom and
liberty are found than in any part of the world;
but the history of this Bession helps to prove that
there is no country where majorities rule so des-
porically, or where the people submit to them so

patiently as America. Freedom of debate is prac¬
tically impossible here. Take what happened
last Monday in the House of Representatives aa
an example, and even Mr. Bright would proba¬
bly find it hard to defend or glosa over such an
example. A member of the Radical partv, Mr. Wil-
Bon, moved that the Civil Bights Bill pass, and bv
previoua arrangement with his leadera he de¬
manded the "previoua question" upon thatm >-

tion. It waa consequently not in order for any
member to speak upon the reaolution before the
House. Now, there were several members, be¬
longing to the three different parties of the
House, wh< were very anxious to say a few words
upon the bill, or in explanation of the votes which
they intended to give. Some of theae were, like
Mr. Wilson himself, Radicals. They went private¬
ly to him-I am repeating these facts from their
own lips, so that there can be no mistake about
them-and begged him to waive his demand for
..the previoua question," so that they might be al¬
lowed to speak for a few minutes. He kept his
position on the floor, and refused. The noise and
excitement increased, and members surrounded
Mr. Wilson, beseeching him not to force so impor-
tant a bill to the vote, under what is called the
"gagging law"-that is, the demand for the
previous question. A Judge of the State of
New York was one, of those who thus
remonstrated with him, but Thaddeus Stevens was
there to prevent Mr. Wilson giving way, and he
proved immovable. Some members urged
that, out of respect to the President's veto, they
ought to be allowed time for discussion, but Mr.
Wilson simply shook his head. At last there was
a general cry, "Give an hour," but this request-
and surely it waa not an unreasonable one-was

peremptorily refused, like all' the rest. Thue de¬
bate was more. effectually stifled .than fias ever
been seen in the French Legislature, and certain¬
ly such a streich of tyranny was never exercised
before in an assembly of men boasting to bo free.
Some members asked mo whether such a tbing
was possible in tba House of Commons. Here
was a bill which had been declared by the Execu¬
tive to be unconstitutional in its character and
dangerous to tho peaoe of the country in'its pro¬
visions, and no one man in the House elected by
the people was suffered to say a single word upon
it. "W at would Mr. Bright think of our free¬
dom if he saw this ?" said one member to tue. I
think that at least half tue House were thorough¬
ly ashamed of what they wera doing, for of course
a majority had sustained the demand for the pre¬
vious question. But "Thad. Stevens" had smaoked
his whip and his obedient followers gathered
around him, willing and subservient. Let the
bill be wise or unwise, just or unjust, the way in
which it was hurried through the House would be
a scandal to any assembly of freemen. In less
than ten minutes the bill had been brought for¬
ward and the vote taken upon it.
This is but one instance, and compared with

what I could fcive you, a slight instance, of the
despotism whioh the Radical majority in Congress
is exercieing. They have fi ll o every office ip and
about the Capitol, and their wonderful machinery
of committees (unknown in England) has the
whole business of the country in its grip. Foreign
relations, domestic affairs, financial policy-eve¬
rything is placed in the hands of committees, and
a majority in every committee consists of Radi¬
cals, appointed by the Radical Speaker of the
Hou-«e, orr the equally Radical President of the
Senate. It would be well if Mr. Bright and others
who wish to "Americanize" English institutions
could see this one in full working. Such a system
for concentrating the power of Congress in the
hands of a. few men, and for dinarming indepen¬
dent members Of the slightest authority and influ¬
ence, was never aeon in a deliberative .assembly
'before.. The way in which it is worked is thia:
Let the Reconstruction Committee of Fifteen
be takea aa an instance. In .the first place,
no step! whatever can be taken in Congress,
as a body, toward .reconstruction, until it
bas been first aubiaifted. to thia Committee.
It mauBgeB, controls, and directa all pro¬
ceedings from, the smaj lest to the most
important, in relation to. this subject.

Over aim onove these, Austria
has 180,000 free to move anon Italy. TheAustrian
muster of troops is somewhat niiead of the Prus¬
sian; but while the more exp >«rd Hmong the Prus¬
sian fortresses are already m a privet stale of de¬
fence, much remains to be dune in the Austrian
strongholds in Bohemia and Moravia.
